1. (Currently Amended) A snowboard binding (1) with a base plate (2), with a 
retaining means (3) for a snowboard boot, and with at least one load introduction 
means (7, 8) whieh -that serves for transmitting forces between the snowboard boot 
and a snowboard (6), and with a fastening means (4) whieh -that serves for the 
detachable fastening of the base plate (2) and the at least one load introduction 
means (7, 8) on the snowboard. 

2. (Currently Amended) A snowboard binding (1) according to patent-claim 1 , 
charact e rised i n that w herein the at least one load introduction means (7, 8) may be 
set in angle and alignment with respect to the base plate (2). 

3. (Currently Amended) A snowboard binding (1) according to ono of th e 
prr.nr.Hing pntnnt nln i mr, characterised in that claim 1. wherein the at least one load 
introduction means (7, 8) is arranged laterally of the base plate (2) and at least in 
regions between the snowboard (6) and the snowboard boot and serves for the 
direct or indirect transmission of forces between the snowboard boot and the 
snowboard (6). 

4. (Currently Amended) A snowboard binding (1) according to ono of th e

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introduction means (7, 8) is arranged at least in regions between the base plate (2) 
and the snowboard (6). 

5. (Currently Amended) A snowboard binding (1) according to on e of th e 
prnn o Hing pntnnt cla i ms charact e rised bv claim 1. comprising two load introduction 
means (7, 8) which are arranged essentially diametrically opposite the base plate (2) 
and which are arranged in tbe-a_region of a tip and a heel of the snowboard boot. 

6. (Currently Amended) A snowboard binding (1) according to on o of th e 
prnnnHing pntnnt cla i ms, charact e rised in that claim 1. wherein the at least one load 
introduction means (7, 8) is dosianod has a shape selected from the group consisting 
of: crescent-shaped^-GfHround^ o ^and rectangular. 

7. (Currently Amended) A snowboard binding (1) according to ono of the 
pmn n Hing pnt n nt n i nimn. character i sed i n that claim 1. wherein the at least one load 
introduction means (7,8) A due to its shape or material selection,, is designed 
elastiGaHy in a manner such that it damps so as to elasticallv dampen impacts, 
knocks or vibrations. 

8. (Currently Amended) A snowboard binding (1) according to ono of th e 
prnnnd i ng nin i mn. charact e rised in that claim 1. wherein the at least one load 
introduction means (7,8) in regions is arranged between the base plate (2) and the 
snowboard (6). 

9. (Currently Amended) A snowboard binding (1) according to ono of th e 
pr n n p Hing pntnnt claims, character i sed in that claim 1. wherein the at least one load 
introduction means (7, 8) serves for adjusting tbe-a_distance between the snowboard 
(6) and the snowboard boot. 
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10. (Currently Amended) A snowboard binding (1) according to on o of th e 
pm^oH i nj pntnnt rhimr. nhnmnter i cod in that claim 1, wherein the at least one load 
introduction means (7,8) lies (contacts) in a large-area manner or only at discrete 
locations. 

11. (Currently Amended) A snowboard binding (1) according to ono of th e 
prnmH i ng pntnnt nlnimn, charact e rised in that claim 1. wherein the snowboard 
binding (1) or the at least one load introduction means (7, 8, 22, 23, 35, 40) is 
designed such that it e ffects a oomp e nsat i on compensates between the different 
stiffnesses of a snowboard (6) and a base plate (2). 
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
